Simmer together slowly. for half 
an hour one quart can of tomatoes, 
one teaspoon brown sugar, half a 
chopped onion of medium size, half 
a teaspoon o? salt, and a shake of 
cayenne pepper anda cup of water.

England May Give |Garfinkle’s Fall 
Up Gibraltar for | Opening Launched | 


(By Universal Service) 

LONDON, Sept.3. — Shall. Great 
Britain give. up the Rock of Gibral- 
tar? 

The question—inconceivable a short 
me ago—has now become reason- 
le in view of the visit’ of Major- 
General BE: B. Ashmore and Air Vice- 
Marshall J. M. Steele to the historic 
rock. They made the trip in order 
to investigate the possibilities of its 
aerial defence, and it is understood 
they themselves have raised the point 
whether, assuming that, Spain’ were 
willing, Great Britain ‘should not 
surrendgs, Gibraltar in exchange for 
Ceuta on the African shore -of the 
Straits. 


Since the Mediterranean has _ re- 
placed the North Sea as the center 
of gravity for the British navy the 
matter has become crucial. It i3 
argued that modern weapons great- 
ly discount the value of Gibraltar 
as a fortress and as a secure base 
for the Britih fleet. : 


Those experts who declare that Gi- 
braltar is out of date. point to the 
indisputable fact that modern howit- 
zers firing from the Spanish main- 
land could prevent slips entering the 
harbor. 

Further, space is so restricted that 
taking-off and landing by aeroplanes 
are difficult, and the establishment of 
an effective aircraft ‘base is said to 
be almost impossible. Finally, these 
experts asert,; if ea communications 
were for any reason interrupted and 
.at the same time Gibraltar was de- 
nied supplies from Spain, its resour- 
ces could not maintain the garrison 
for long. 

Ceuta, say the experts, provided a 
sufficient hinterland were included, 
would offer more favorable conditions 
for, defence in time of war. There 
would be more room for manoeuver- 
ing the mobile elements of its milit- 
ary garrison; aircraft defencec ‘ould 
be provided; its approach by land 
would be a difficult matter for an 
army of any size owing to the natural

In view 
of the huge sums spent at Gibraltar 
in the past, and the urgent need 
for national economy this view un- 
doubtedly carries great weight. 
‘There is al8o¢ a sentimental ‘argu- 
ment. Gibraltar has been regarded 
as’ a vital British Possession ever 
since Admiral Sir George Rooke, with 
Dutch aid, captured it in. 1704. Its 
defence by Sir George Elliot in the 
great siege from 1779 to 1783 is 
one of thé outstanding events in 
British history, and the story of how 


the chief attack from .the sea was} 


defeated by red-hot shot is still told 
and -re-told throughout Britain. To 
abandon a fortress with such price- 
less associations would unquestion- 
ably cause a vehement outcry. 

-A section of Spanish politicans vig- 
orously demands the return of the 
Rock to Spain, but there-has been no 
suggestion of giving Great Britain 
Ceuta in return. 


Gibraltar is three miles in length 
and varies in bredth from one-quar- 
ter to' three quarters of a mile. The 
Rock rises to 1,400 feet and is twelve 
miles from the African coast. The 
enclosed harbog, cavers 440 acres. 


Ceuta is sit j-on a promontory 
connected wi ‘mainland by a 
narrow isthnnis. -The promo®tory 
terminates in a headland with seven 


peaks, the. highest of which—one of | 


the “*illars of Hercules’—rises 636 
feet. The port.is on the north side 
of the isthmus.
